As interpreted by the foreign repre- 
sentatives, the decision appeared to 
hinge upon a technicality in the law. 
They declare that under the arrange- 
ment before the opinion was given, 
the foreign ships sealed their liquor 
upon entering the three-mile zone. 
Now they must go to the extra ex- 
pense of loading liquor supplies at the 
three-mile line and unloading surplus 
stocks at this point when they are 
America bound. 

There was some difference of opin- 
ion as to whether the foreign lines 
would care to assume the extra ex- 
pense of taking on supplies from rum 
ships hovering along the three-mile 
zone on their outward voyage from 
America. Should it be found that 
having a liquor supply ship stationed 
in the ocean was not a prohibitive 
expense, a direct result of the Supreme 
Court verdict was expected to be a 
great increase in the rum fleet ope- 
rating along the American coastline. 

Rum Armada “Encouraged” 

Treasury officials took the view that 
the court decision virtually legalizes 
the rum Armada now operating off the 
coast line. There is nothing in the 
ruling to forbid ships from operating 
just outside American waters, it was 
pointed out, and under the existing ar- 
rangement the prohibiion officials 
must confine their operations to within 
the three-mile“limit. 

Negotiations are still under way be- 
tween the American and British Gov- 
ernments to find a way whereby they 
may co-operate to prevent smuggling 
of liquor into the United States. Al- 
though the court decision does not 
touch directly on the question of 
whether the United States may go be- 
yond the three mile limit to enforce 
American laws against smuggling, the 
view was given by prohibition officials 
that any material increase in the rum 
fleet to meet what is now considered 
a legitimate demand for vessels to 
supply the ships, the opportunity for 
detecting smugglers is proportion- 
ately reduced. 

Regulations will be issued within a 
few days by the Treasury Department 
to cover the new situation caused by 
the court ruling. There was some 
question among Treasury officials as 
to whether the prohibition unit could 
effectively enforce the law against 
foreign lines, since it would be neces- 
sary to search every vessel entering 
this country to strictly enforce the 
law. It was expected the foreign 
shipping companies would issue 
orders to their help to obey the in- 
structions, and, of course, the vessels 
may be surprised at any time by Gov- 
ernment agents. 

The Court’s opinion was based on 
appeals from 11 steamship companies, 
operating passenger vessels between 
American and foreign ports. In hold-

Seven of.the nine judges assented 
to the opinion. They were Chief Jus- 
tice William Howard Taft and Asso- 
ciate Justices Joseph McKenna, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Willis van DeVanter, 
Louis D. Brandeis, Pierce Butler, and 
Edward T. Sanford. Two justices, 
James C. McReynolds and George 
Sutherland, dissented. Justice van 
DeVanter delivered the majority opin- 
ion. Justice McReynolds did not de- 
liver an opinion. He merely signified | 
that he dissented from the majority 
view. 

In dissenting opinion, Justice Suth- 
erland, a recent appointee of Presi- 
dent Harding, made this statement: 

“Interference with the purely inter- 
nal affairs of a foreign ship is of so 
delicate a nature, so full of possibili- 
ties of international misunderstand- 
ing, and so likely to invite retaliation, 
that an affirmative conclusion in re- 
spect thereof should rest upon noth- 
ing less than the clearly expressed 
intention of Congress to that effect, 
and this I am unable to find in the 
legislation here under review.”

PRISON WORKERS’ 8&HOUR DAY 


RESTS ON MR. 


HYLAN’S ACTION 


Bill Passed-by Legislature Abolishes 12-Hour Shift and| 


Involves Only $18,000 Added Expense to City

NEW YORK, May 1—An eight-hour 
bill having, it is said, for its object 
“justice to several hundred men em- 
ployed by the City of New York as 
keepers in institutions of correction, 
including the ‘Tombs’ prison,” has 
been passed by the state Legislature 
and now only awaits the signature of 
Mayor John F. Hylan before it goes to 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith at Albany for 
final similar action to make it opera- 
tive. 

It is said that Governor Smith and 
Frederick A. Wallis, Commissioner of 
Correction, City of New York, and for- 


mer Commissioner of Immigration | 


here, are in favor of the bill, and it is 
believed Mayor Hylan maintains a 
similar attitude. The Mayor, who 
has 10 days in which to consider the 
bill after its passage by the Legisla- 
ture, will, it is announced, hold a pub- 
lic hearing in the Municipal Building 
on Wednesday morning, May 2. 
12-Hour Day Is Rule 

A philanthropic worker in local 
prisons, who is interested in the bill, 
said to a representative of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor today: | 

There are about 300 splendid men de- 
voting 12 hours a day to the very try- 
ing duties of keepers in our New York 
City prisons and institutions of cor- 
rection. These men are paid the ab- 
surdly low wages of $1500 a year, the 
same that they have been getting for 
many years. Think of the world’s 
second largest city permitting its faith- 


ful employees to put in 12 hours every 


| day for the game pay they drew years 


ago, when a dollar purchased more 
than twice what it does now! 

Street cleaners and employees of 
other departments of the municipal 
government are on an eight-hour basis, 
and why shouldn’t the prison keepers 
be treated as well? : 

If the present condition continues to 
obtain, these trained men, representing 
a good morale, will he obliged to seek 
other fields of employment, and this 
might introduce the danger of letting 
in a less desirable class of individuals 
to cope with this activity that requires 
patience and tact at all times. 


$18,000 Increase Involved 


An eight-hour law would bring about 
a reduction of four hours a day to the 
labors of those who deal intimately 
with those unfortunate members of so- 
ciety who fall into the clutches of 
criminal law. 

Should the eight-hour bill become 
operative, it would mean taking on 
about 120 additional men at an annual 
extra cost of about $18,000 to this big 
city. Surely no fair-minded taxpayer 
could possibly object to that! 

I know of a case, and it is just one 
of many similar ones, where a keeper 
in a local institution of correction who 
resides at a distance from his post, 
arises daily at 5 a. m. so as to reach 
the prison at 7 o’clock. Leaving his 
work at 7 p. m. he arrives home at 9 
o’clock and soon retires for the night. 
Where does such a city employee Have 
time for aught but the daily grind? I 
submit to every citizen and taxpayer 
that such a condition should be 


changed in the name of justice and 
humanity.

This 
widely planted rose is now being su- 
perseded by Excelsa, a red rose with 
very much better habits, and one 
which keeps its foliage until late au- 
tumn. Paul's Scarlet Cimber is the 
newest rose in the list, and one of 
the handsomest ever introduced. - It 
was originated in England, and has 
blossoms almost as large as those of 
a bush rose, very brilliant in coloring 
and never turning purple.. The three 
roses’ which head the list are .Ameri- 
can introductions of comparatively .re- 
cent date, but Americay Pillar has al- 
ready been widely planted abroad. 
Since the Government has stopped 
the importations of rose plants in a 
commercial way, the business of grow- 
ing roses has already increased in 
America. Nurserymen on the Pageific 
Coast have gone into the business in 
a very large way, as may be judged 
from the published statement that car- 
loads of rose bushes are being shipped 


east. 
“Perpetuals” Are Hardy 


Although the preference of ama- 
teurs of late years has been for what 
are known as hybrid tea roses, it is 
a mistake to overlook the older hybrid 
perpetuals, according to expert rosar- 
ians. As a class the hybrid teas bloom 
for a much longer season, but as a 
class, also, they are much less hardy 
than the hybrid perpetuals, and never 
make such large, robust plants. More- 


over, there are some members of the 
hybrid perpetual family, which are per- 
sistent bloomers, Frau Karl Druschki, 
Mrs. John Laing and Mrs. Sherman 
Crawford among them. Roses of this 
class are fairly certain to last for 
years with reasonable care, improv- 
ing each season and yielding many 
times as many flowers as the most 
vigorous hybrid teas. Frau Karl 
Druschki will sometimes grow as high 
as six feet. 

The Rugosa Roses are also very 
hardy and are receiving increased at- 
tention, especially now that several! 
beautiful hybrids have been intro- 
duced. Such roses as Cenrad F. Meyer 
and Sir Thomas Lipton are very hand- 
some indeed, while a new ‘hybrid, 
made by crossing the Rugosa Rose 
and a Baby Rambler, has red flowers 
in clusters that look almost like car- 
nations, with the result that it is 
sometimes called the Carnation-flow- 
ered Rose. 

Without doubt, the rose is still the 
most popular and best loved of all 
flowers, for the American Rose Society 
has a paid-up membership of over 
2200, far outstripping all organiza- 
tions devoted to the cultivation of 
other flowers.

‘State of Maine’s Great New Pier 


Nearly Ready for Its Dedication 


Outlook for Speedy Completion Promising as Favorable 
Conditions Make Appearance 


PORTLAND, Me., April 30 (Special) 
—The State. of Maine Pier, now under | 
construction here, will be finished and 
probably will be dedicated about June 
1. The long, severe winter which 
Maine has experienced has delayed 
work on it to some extent and in ad- 
dition traffic and other conditions 
have resulted in delays in connection 
with the delivery of materials. How- 
ever these are now over, spring has

of the big project is a rosy one. The 
State Pier also traveled a somewhat 
troubled sea during the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature, but this body 
has now adjourned and the pier direc- 
tors have obtained all of the legisla- 
tion which they asked and by their 
clear presentation of the facts in con- 
nection with the construction of the 
wharf have won the confidence of the 
people of Maine.

This company is now using the State 
Pier with its Boston and New York 
services and has developed a really 
wonderful business. Its officials told 
the State Pier directors that if they 
would rebuild the western side and 
somewhat extend it that they would 
revive the old international division 
and resume steamboat sailings be- 
tween Portland and Eastport, and 
Lubec, Maine, and St. John, N. B. It 
might also put back its old Rockland 
service, and in addition would pay a 
greatly increased rental and would 
take a long lease. The proposition 
looked like such a good one for the 
pier and for the State as a whole that 
the directors immediately set about te 
get the necessary funds from the Leg- 
islature. There was some opposition 
but the bill finally became law and 
the addition and repairs will be car- 
ried out. 

The work is to be quite extensive. 
as the amount involved would indicate 
and calls for the rebuilding of what 
was the Commercial Street end of old 
Franklin wharf, which is now a part 
of the State Pier. New pilings will be 
driven, the dock will be extended lan: l- 
ward and new sheds will be built. It 
is anticipated that the work will be 
started early this summer, or as soon 
as the plans @re drawn, specifications 
prepared, and contracts let, and tat 
it will take about five months to com- 
plete the job. It should, therefore be 
ready for business some time during 
the winter or, allowing for all delays, 
in time for the inauguration of the 


|minor work, and the grain galleries, 
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Grand Trunk docks in periods of con- 
gestion. 

Another big factor of revenue in the 
future undoubtedly will come from 
the so-called North shed which has 
been designed. and constructed to take 
care of the transatlantic liners which 
come. to this port.

The boiler house practically is com- 
pleted, and the pier offices will be 
done shortly. The piping and wiring 
on the pier is about finished. The 
south shed which is at the harbor end 
of the pier is practically done, and the 
west shed has been finished and in 
operation for a long while. The north 
shed is about finished except for some 


May. The sprinkling system is now 
being installed, and the work on it is 
well along. , 

A unique advertising plan for ex- 
ploiting the pier has been suggested 
by the State Chamber of Commerce 
and Agricultural League. This is to 
run a special train filled with repre- 
sentative Maine men and samples of 
Maine products from Portland, Me., to 
Portland, Ore., going out through 
Canada and returning by the way of 
the United States. The train would 
be sent: into the territory which can 
be served by Portland as an export 
port.: The plan is to make the trip 
in the early fall, but whether the very 
ambitious program can be carried 
through to a successful culmination 
has not been fully determined. 

The pier directors are immediately 
to inaugurate an extensive advertising 
campaign showing the advantages of 
shipying through Portland in connec- 
tion with the State Pier. 

With che addition which is to be 
made this year on the western side 
the total cost of the pier will be in 
the neighborhood of $1,665,000, and it 
is very gratifying to the people of 
Maine to feel, as they do, that the 


money has been expended in a most) 


eareful manner by the directors-*of the 
Port of Portland who have charge of 
the construction and the operation of 
the project. This amount of money 
may not seem large for cities like 
New York, Boston and the other great

“LUMBER TRUST” 
INVOLVED IN SUIT 


Federal Papers Charge Violation 
of Sherman Anti-Trust Law— 
50 Companies Mentioned 
Special from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON, May 1—Announce-_ 
ment was made yesterday by the 
Department of Justice that it had 
filed a suit in equity at St. Paul, Minn, 
against the Western Pine Manufac- 
turers’ Association, comprising 59° 
companies and 86 individuals, officers 
of the companies and others, charging 
them with carrying on a conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate trade and com- 
merce in lumber. An injunction is 
sought to stop the alleged violation of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act of Con- 
gress. ; 

The defendant dealers, doing busi- 
ness mainly in the northwestern 
states, are alleged to have for many 
years prepared and circulated among 
themselves basic price lists, which 
are uniformly adopted by them. 

“The primary purpose of said basic 
lists,” it is alleged in the petition to 
the court, “has been and still ig to fix 
and establish relative values for all 
the many items of lamber produced 
and sold by the defendant mannufact- 
urers and they also prescribe extra 
working charges and extra charges 
for special sizes and lengths on all 
items furnished, which do not con- 
form strictly to the standard grades 
and specifications adopted by the de- 
fendants.” 

“The basic lists,’ Harry M. Daugh- 
erty, the Attorney-General, charges, 
“have never purported to represent 
the actual market, and the basic 
prices in them have generally been 
considerably higher than the prevail- 
ing selling prices so as to allow quo- 
tations to be made in terms of dis- 
counts or concessions from the list. 
The lumber dealers are further 
alleged to have regulated the supply 
of their products to prevent lower 
prices and their alleged unlawful ac- 
tivities are said to date back to 1917.

“Moroceo to Tripoli, 
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The Timgad Sectel:: 
an Archaeological 
Mystery Story 


EXT to Pompeii, the best pre- 
N served Roman town in existence, 
% Timgad owes its present im- 
portance as a relic of the Roman era 


* to its own remoteness. It was founded 


in the first century as one of the line 
of military towns extending across 
the southern border of the Roman col- 
onies in Africa. It Hes amid bleak 
surroundings far to the south, upon 
the high Algerian plateau, only a few 
miles from the Aules mourtains and 
the beginning of the tremendous ex- 
panse of the Sahara. 3 

When the Roman Empire began to 
crumble,. the African colonies were 
among the first from which it re- 
leased the imperial grasp. Timegad, 
along with the other frontier towns, 
was early stripped of its garrison and 
inhabitants. And here one can dis- 
cover the reason for the present great 
arch@ological interest of this, at that 
time, comparatively unimportant city. 
All the other towns and cities aban- 
doned by the Romans presently fell 
into the hands of the conquering 
races, new cities were built on the 
old. The Roman ruins were used as 
quarries for new construction until 


- presently—this was commonly the 


case—all but a few relics disappeared. 
Alone among known Roman cities 


—except buried Pompeii and Hercu- 


laneum—Timgad escaped this de- 
struction. The reason for its escape 
was simply that its remoteness pre- 
vented the town from ever being re- 
setiled. For more than fifteen hun- 
dred years Timgad has been a de- 
serted’ city. The successive con- 
querors of North Africa, Arabs, 
Moors, Turks, finally the French who 
now hold the district, have in turn 
occupied other ancient Roman cities, 
but Timgad was untouched. Further- 
more it must be remembered that only 
North Africa, from 
was a pirate 
stronghold, exacting tribute from 
every nation in Europe. It was not 
until the French reduced the district 
to comparative safety that any sys- 
tematic investigation of the Roman 
relics in Africa was possible. 


A Roman Arch Reported 


It was during the course of these 
investigations that reports reached 
archzologists that a Roman arch, evi- 
dently in excellent preservation, had 
been seen at a remote spot upon the 
plateau of South Algeria. Later in- 
vestigation revealed that this find was 


--- @ very rich one, indeed; not alone was 
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the arch there, but, beneath the col- 
lected rubble of the centuries, an en- 
tire town, standing much as the Ro- 
mans had left it. 

Under the control of the French Gov- 
ernment, the excavation of Timgad 
has been going on for more than a 
generation. From no place, excepting 


only the buried towns on the slopes of. 


Vesuvius, has so much been learned 
of the intimate, everyday life of the 


-Romans, of their methods of laying 


out and building cities, the arrange- 
ment of their Louses, their public 
bufittings, their markets. 

Several buildings at Timgad, more- 
over, were found to be unique, the 
only ones of their kind known to ex- 
ist. One such building, among the 
most beautiful and interesting in the 
town, was for a long time a mys- 
tery. The use to which the building 
had been put completely puzzled the 
investigators; a half-dozen theories 
were put forward, none of which 
seemed entirely satisfactory. 

The story of the excavation of this 
building and the series of discoveries 
that, first merely hinting at the former 
use of the structure, then partially 
confirming that hint, at last proving 
beyond all further question its pur- 
pose, forms a fascinating tale of the 
trials and triumphs of archzological 
investigation. 

First Fragment Found 

In the year 1901, the excavators of 
Timgad in clearing this building, 
which, from its size and its location 
near the Forum, they had vaguely 
classified as a “public building,” came 
upon a fragment of a marble slab 
bearing part of an inscription; evi- 
dently the right end of what had been 
a dedication tablet, telling the uses 
and history of this puzzling structure. 
The fragment of the Latin inscription 
read as follows: 


VINTIANI FLAVI RO 
MENTO SVO REIPUBLICAE 
SIVM PATRIAE SVAE LE 
ES IS OOCC MIL. NVM 
OTVM BST. 


It told merely enough to whet the 
appetite for more. From it could be 


earned only that the huilding was 


built by funds left by some person 
whose name was only partially re- 
vealed, and that it had cost 400,000 
sesterces, about $20,000. 


Three Years Without Development . 


No further light was thrown upon 
this mystery for three years. The 
building, completely excavated, re- 
vealed it to be a structure in many 
ways unique among known Roman 
buildings. Occupying a site at the 
intersection of two important streets, 
access to the buildfmg was gained 
through a semicircular portico faced 
with a dozen handsome white columns. 
Just inside the portico were two 
rooms, partially open to the inner 
court. Beyond these was the main 
part of the structure, a large central 
hall, its far side also semicircular in 
form and faced with white columns, 
some detached, others in partial re- 
lief, against the wall.

Not yet was the mystery solved. 
The new fragment had added some- 
thing to the investigators’ knowledge 
of the original purpose of the build- 
ing, but that something, narrowing as 
it did the number of its possible uses, 
served only to intensify the keenness 
of the curiosity of those who were 
conducting the excavations. 


Narrowed Down to Five 


The newly discovered fragment, 
while still preserving the mystery of 
the structure’s identity, threw light 
on the subject to this extent: it proved 
that the name of the building was one 
having the termination “otheca.”

The Bohemia of the Successful 


EGARDING the now famous 
Round Table at the Hotel Algon-

It was possible, of course, to re- 
ject the first three words of this list 
at once. The building obviously was 
not a picture gallery, or a wine shop, 
Or a storage warehouse. There re- 
mained the other two, and between 
these much difference of opinion de- 
veloped among the learned. This 
beautiful building with its spacious 
rooms, its niched walls and hand- 
some decorations, might very well 
-have been either a gallery for statu- 
ary or a library, 
the structure itself, together with the 
unusual, almost solved mystery of its 
identity, brought this ruin in distant 
Timgad no small amount of renown 
among archeologists. 

At Last the Clue 

For two years there were’ no 
further developments. The cottro- 
versy regarding the precise purpose 
of the building became stable. No 
new light was thrown on the matter, 
and the excavators of Timgad pres- 
ently passed on to other investiga- 
tions. 

Then, in March, 1906, came the 
dramatic climax to this archzological 
mystery story. In excavating a build- 
ing, which stood at a little distance 
down the street, the pick of a work- 
man struck a fragment of an inscribed 
marble tablet. It proved to be the 
long-sought-for piece needed to com- 
plete the inscription. Joined together, 
the ancient dedication tablet, once 
more complete, read:

Despite the fact that island trad- 
ers stock prints and light blankets, 
there is still a great demand in Poly- 
nesia for “tapa.” Bolts of cloth, that 
have taken months to complete, sell 
for a few shillings. The process of 
manufacture is long and tedious. The 
trees are lopped off close to the ground 
and the thick rough skin is peeled 
away in strips. The bark is then dried 
in the sun and rolled into balls, to 
be stored until the household “linen” 
requires renewal. 

The initial preparation of the strips 
consists of soaking them in sea water 
until they soften and swell. ‘The 
women of the village then get busy. 
The slab of bark is laid over a log 
of wood, sheltered by a sugar cane 
thatch.

At the one log there may be 
three or four women beating at the 
same time. The noise is jumpy and 
jarring. There is much laughter and 
telling of tales as the work goes on. 

A day or two of beating sees the 
bark smoothed out into a wide sheet 
of material like coarse blotting paper. 
It is a yellowish white in color at 
this stage, and later exposure to the 
sun changes the cloth to the hue of 
unbleached calico. The many pieces 
are collected, the edges trimmed and 
joined one to the other with a paste 
made from arrowroot, so as to form 
one swide sheet. Then follows the 
painting. 

Dull brown is most favored. ‘The 
crude designs, squares, angles and cir- 


cles are applied per medium of a sten- 


cil fashioned from coconut fiber. 
Lengths of cloth vary from two to 
50 yards square. Its range of use- 
fulness is a wide one. In the hot 
season, “tapa” replaces the warm 
mattresses on the beds. It and a few 
native mats are unsurpassed for sleep- 
ing on. In the cooler weather a cov- 
ering of the same material gives 
greater warmth than a heavy blan- 
ket. It serves as a table cover at all 
feasts. 

When South Sea royalty lends its 
presence to any function, the pathways 
are carpeted with the locally manu- 
factured cloth. In times of strees the 
natives wear loin cloths of “tapa.” 
Once an enterprising German trader 
had a design copied and an imitation 
textile prepared in the Vaterland and 
shipped to the islands in bolts of 70 
or 8) yards in length. The imitation 
“tapa” was like any other imitation. 
Nevertheless its presence on the mar- 
ket signified that the genuine - mate- 
rial was worthy of flattery.

Some of 
the inscriptions on these tombs bear | 
a resemblance to Turkish, and there. 
are many drawings direct from na-. 
ture, including figures of a tortoise, a 
rhea and a lizard. 

Ancient Civilization Seen 

Professor Wolfe believes that this 
burial ground was used by a civilized 
race which preceded the Tehuelches, 
and that the people of this race con- 
structed the fortification in the nar- 
row passage atiready referred to. In 
describing his explorations in Pata- 
gonia, Professor Wolfe said: 

For over two years now I have been 

hunting. for fossils and exploring in 
the arid tablelands and the wild, for- 
saken mountain ranges of southern 
Patagonia. I have followed the Pata- 
gonian aboriginals to their last out- 
posts, lived in their skin huts, and 
listened to their strange tales of olden 
times. For two vears I have doggedly 
pursued the footprints of the mys- 
terious races which were here before 
and. found the lost traces of two of 
them—those of # great race of ancient 
Patagonians, whose stupendous _re- 
mains still fill us with awe and won- 
der, and others, yet fainter still, of a 
very primitive race of cave men. We 
may call them “Grisly Folk.” 
These “Grisly Folk,” I think. may 
even have been creatures, who, though 
very man-like in many respects, were 
not the true man of today. Thev may 
have been some sort of queer and van- 
ished animal, creatures which, strictly 
speaking cannot be classed among the 
human species. Sound reasons tend 
to the belief that they were only fire- 
making and tool-using animals: not of 
our blood, and not our ancestors: akin 
to us and vet different from us at 
the same time. 


Unhewn Stone Defenses 


Professor Wolfe found in ‘various 
parts of Patagonia the peculiar stir- 
rup-like stone constructions already 
described. They have the form of 
circles, or half-circles, and are all 
made of unhewn stone. Some are 
smaller, and several of them appear 
like primitive watch-towers on a soli- 
tary hill-top, or dominating point, and 
are still breast-high. Others are of. 
larger dimensions, and up to 20 yards 
in diameter. These latter have prob- 
ably served for defence purposes. In 
describing these stone constructions, 
Professor Wolfe said: 

The most striking cases are those of 
a series of successive fortifications on. 
the edge of a range, of which the sec- 
ond, and higher one, dominates the 
firet. In one case there is a biz. round. 
stone corral which shows a pile of 
stones in the center and may probably 
havé- served as the burial place of a 
chief, or for council purposes, as it like- 
wise lies on the top of a solitary hill. :

GOODS MARKET IS. 
‘SHOWING DECLINE

Several Fall River Print Cloth 
Mills Prepare to Reduce Out- 
}  put—Price Cut Awaited 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., May 1 (Spe- 
cial)—There have been well-defined 
attempts during the last week or 10 
days to stimulate buying in the gray 
goods market: and much was made in 
current market gossip of the activi- 
ties of some of the large printers who 
came into the market several days ago 
to cover some rather sizable needs for 
additional stocks. 

Fair sized dealings in wide 64x60s 
took place around 10% cents for spots 
or quick delivery, mostly from south- 
ern producers. 

The reports indicated trading to 
the extent of upward of 500,000 pieces 
in a single day, but later information 
stamped these early rumors as grossly 
exaggerated; the market failed to get 
excited and as other buyers chose not 
to come in and follow the lead of the 
printers the activity slowed down 
again. 

It is still possible to get southern 
goods in limited volume at 10% cents, 
but for any considerable quantities 
10% is quoted, while eastern spots 
are held at 11% cents, but are not 
selling at that level. 


Talk of Cutting Down Output 

The idea of there being a runaway 
market in raw cotton is gradually 
being discarded, and the action of 
some of the Fall River print cloth 
mills this week indicates what is 
practically certain to happen on a 
much larger scale, if raw cotton prices 
soar too high. Several of the mills 
in Fall River are preparing this week 
to cut down production, and there is 
talk of operating only four days a 
‘week for a time.

The present attitude of business men 
on the outlook for the future is of more 
importance than usual, because prob- 
ably more effort is now being made 
than ever before to forecast the future 
trend of business conditions by the use 
of statistical methods.

as Busy, Gay, and Luxurious City 


Survivors, After Lava Solidified, Recovered Treasure by 


Excavation—Eruption Interrupted Election 


NAPLES, Apri! 11 (Special Corre-: walls of some of the 


spondence)—Among the deductions 


and confirmations from. the new 
series of excavations at Pompeii is 
one that, after the volcanic eruption 
was over and the stream of lava upon 
the town had ceased and hardened. 
such of the inhabitants as had escaped 
returned and proceeded to dig and 
bore holes through the great mass that 
covered all. 

An examination makes it «lear that 
the destitute Pompeians bored shafts, 
and the scarcity of valuables that Lave 
heen discovered indicates that they 
were considerably successful. While 
the excavations vield abundant and 
entertaining knowledge of the manner 
in which the people decorated their 
houses, they have afforded very little 
of whet might be called treasure, and 
the reason is plain. 


Old Ideas Corrected 


The close examination of these sec- 
tions has revealed many new secrets of 
the style and character of Pompeii. 
and removed some old suppositions. 
The old idea that the upper stories of 
the Pompeian houses were rubbish 
places, or were devoted only to the 
use of servanis or slaves is shown to 
be erroneous. The upper floors were 
among the best narts of the house. 
One upper story has been minutely 
reconsiructed, and the result is a suite 
of small chambers, the walls of which, 
in their original state, were evidently 
richly adorned. 

The reconstruction of this house 
represents one of the best triumphs of 
Signor Spinazzola. who has been the 
director-in-chief of the excavations. 
Lines {rom the poets ornament the

CALCUTTA, March 20 (Special Cor- 
respondence) — Any suggestion re- 
garding the pay and pensions of the 
civil and military services, however 
remote it may be, never fails to rouse

The names of the commission are 
not yet announced, but from the 
terms it is clear that the whole future 
of the services may be thrown into 
the melting pot and that the Govern- 
ment has traveled far on the road to 
Indianization. The commission may, 
in fact, give India far more than it 
already has.

The Drama League of America 


Iowa City, Iowa, April 23 

Special Correspondence 
NE of the significant features of | 
the thirteenth annual convention 
of the Drama League of America 
recently held here was the great 
change in tendency observable in the 
reports from the various community 
centers. from all parts of the United 
States which -were represented among 

the 150 delegates present. 

- With scarcely an exception, the 
interest had swung to the community 
theater side of the work, to local pro- 
duction and little theater activities. 
In most cases they were adequately 
supplemented by reading circles and 
a practical study of the drama. This 
work has gone rapidly forward geince 
the meeting of the previous year. It 
was significant of touring conditions 
that the activities and support of bul- 
letined plays has been greatly cur- 
tailed by lack of good touring mate-| 
rial. This was due to the lack of good | 
plays rather than the neglect of the 
centers to support this type of work. 
The report of the community thea- 
ter chairman showed progress, with 
the addition of nine new centers and! 
the loss of only two small centers. 


These centers differ materially in type | 
and in the interests which have been | 


enlisted. They range from the small 
town in the southwest to the cosmo- 
politan city, and are as diversified ge- 
ogzraphicajly ase Maine to Texas and 
Virginia’ to Oregon. Some consist 
mainly of drama _ study reading 
groups, others are officered almost 
wholly by men devoting their atten- 
tion and support to community work. 
Two of these are even backed finan- 
clally by the city organization and 
hold their meetings and give their 
plays in the city hall. 

' One entire session was devoted to 
the educational side of the work. 
During the year a remarkable amount 
of expert material has been added to 
the league’s literature. A popular 
course has been issued for study 
clubs covering 24 selected printed 
plays -of the last season, equipped 
with package libraries. These are 
rented to centers and are proving of 
great value to clubs and individuals 
in remote communities where it is 
difficult to secure copies of plays: A 
new study course on the modern 
drama has also been prepared. 

In similar manner, the pageantry 
committee has issued an authorized 
list of pageants and submitted a plan 
for holding sectional pageantry con- 
. ferences during the coming year in 
the east, the middle west and t'e 
west, expert leadership to be pro- 
vided to bring intensive training to all 
who desire it. 

In the matter of the religious 
drama, the league is working with a 
federated council composed of de- 
nominational représentatives inter- 
ested in the play as a means of re- 
ligious education. The department 
dealing with this phase of the 
league’s work is urging the need of 
suitable material, and is eager to offer 
another competition to secure such 
plays. 

The committee on high school plays 
has been conducting an exhaustive | 
study of’ suitable material for their 
work-with a view to issuing an au- 
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thorized list. This has been done in 
connection with the English Council 
and the list which has been selected 
has gone to the printer. The amateur 
| committee has printed during the year 
a list of 200 plays, containing full de- 
scriptions of the nature, setting and 


acters involved in each, as well as the 
royalties. A like work has been done 
by the junior committee with its list 
of 100 plays for children. 

But more important still, at the re-.| 
quest of the league, the George H. 
Doran Company has undertaken the 
publication of a Junior Drama League 
series of plays for children, the plays 
to be chosen by the league’s committee 
and issued in uniform edition. The 
first two volumes are just off the press 
—the first, a series of four by Alice

Editorials 


THosE who have viewed appraisingly the trend in 
the field of journalism in the United States during recent 
years have watched the pendu-

-— * «statements as the final word, to 
be followed all too generally by a popular repudiation of 
what have been, with or without good reason, denounced 
as false mentors and biased or untruthful advisers. But 
this pendulum, observed as an indicator both of public 
opinion and of the measure which the newspapers have 
set for themselves, seems now to have regained a stable, 
or at least a less erratic, equilibrium. 

At the meeting in Washington last week of the 
National Association -of Newspaper Editors a code of 
ethics, defined as the “Canons of Journalism,” was 
adopted. The meeting was a representative one, compris- 
ing the editors of newspapers in 80 per cent of the cities 
of the United States with populations of more than 
100,000 people. The association itself, it may be 
explained, is the first of the kind ever formed in America. 
There have been and are editorial associations, both state 
and national, but these are made up quite generally of the 
editors of newspapers in the smaller cities and towns. 
There are, as auxiliaries of the newspapers, also, the press 
associations, which are simply gatherers, or, more cor- 
rectly, distributors of news among their subscribing 
members. In addition to these there is the Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, which directs its attention partic- 
ularly to the business policies of the journals which are 
represented therein and to advertising and circulation 
problems. 

So it is that the more recently formed National Asso- 
ciation of Newspaper Editors occupies a distinct place 
in the newspaper world. It is composed of those who 
have had unsurpassed opportunity for observation and 
study. They have wielded what has been termed “the 
power of the press,” and many have seen that this power, 
long boasted, has been dissipated, if not actually lost, in 
many communities. They have seen the results of un- 
wise influences selfishly exerted, and the response, like 
the premonitory rumbling of an earthquake, which the 
sensational and ultra-radical press has called forth from 
its impressionable, because unthinking, clientele. — 

These men who have watched with seeing eyes have, 
as it were, thrown themselves into the breach and have 
said, ““Thus far, but no farther!’’ They realize the poten- 
tial power of the press for good and are determined to 
retain for, or restore to, the journals whose editorial 
policies they control the power which is rightly theirs. 
‘And it is reassuring to realize how very simple and how 
rudimental this process 1s. The code which they have 
adopted in the form of canons, when analyzed, is simply 
a declaration establishing a policy of truth-telling in 
journalism. The method, on its face, is simple. But 
it can be put ito practice only by the adherence of its 
signatories to a rule which permits no conscious devia- 
tion. The' preamble to the code states the fact, not always 
realized, that the office of a newspaper “is to communicate 
to the human race what its members do, feel, and think.”’ 
If that function is to be performed, truthfulness is a prime 
requisite. Then there is the admission that the right of 
a newspaper to the confidence and respect of its readers 
is based upon its consideration of the common welfare. 

In succeeding declarations, which escape completely 
the too common fault of appearing high-sounding and 
self-assertive, a bill of rights, both for the press and the 
public, is set forth. The necessity of dealing impartially 
with news reports and the drawing of a definite line 
between plain statement and the expression of opinion 
is emphasized. The protection of the:private character 
of individuals against unauthorized charges is demanded 
and pledged. The inyasion of private rights is declared 
to be indefensible unless a public right, as distinguished 
from public curiosity, is found to exist. The newspaper 
is held to a strict account and its sincerity is challenged 
if, while “professing a high moral purpose, it supplies 
incentives to base conduct, such as are found in details 
of crime and vice, publication of which is not demon- 
strably for the public good.” 

As thus briefly summarized, these declarations give 
convincing assurance of a high and courageous purpose. 
The metamorphosis is not easily or immediately accom- 
plished. The evils against which the association is en- 
listed are deep-rooted and tenacious. The standard of 
truth must be re-established and defended, and this can- 
not be done by the mere “signing of a pledge’ or the 
assertion of a high purpose. But there are indications 
that those who have undertaken the crusade have not 
entered upon their task half-heartedly. They are con- 
vinced that the crisis which has prompted their declara- 
tion is one vital not only to themselves and the repre- 
sentative journals whose policies they control, but to 
the people, both of the Nation and the world. 
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UNDER the caption, the “New ‘Game’ of Health,” in 

a recent issue of the London Times, appeared a short 
article contributed by its médical 
correspondent, to so many state- 
ments in which exception will be 
taken by those who regard health 
from the mental standpoint that

ee “ made, under the auspices of the 
League of Red Cross Societies, the writer of the article 
says, to induce children to “take an interest in their 
health.” When one remembers, however, the calamitous 
state into which those adults work themselves who are 
doing this very thing much of the time—for there are,

unfortunately, multitudes today who are already taking 


altogether too much interest in their health for their own 


good—it hardly seems satisfactory advice to urge upon 
children. 

In order to encourage this method of thinking, the 
writer adds, fairy tales, adapted te health purposes, have 
been written; health clubs have been formed and dis- 
tinctive badges and dresses designed ; also a health alpha- 
bet has been constructed. Can oné imagine any method 
better calculated to. produce an unhealthy state of con- 
sciousness than this? Moreover, harping after health 
rules and pondering hygienic or dietetic regulations 
scarcely seems in line with the command: “Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink.” And yet such things are recommended as being 
highly desirable and valuable for the future health of 
the race. 

In this connection, continues the writer, a recent, in- 
vestigation by the Journal of the American Medical 
Association is of great interest; it was found that for a 
large number of diseases the mortality rate was higher 
where illiteracy prevailed. But this does not prove that 
inculcating health dogmas in the schools will be pro- 
ductive of good. If it proves anything, it is that physical 
well-being sometimes follows to some extent upon mental 
enlightenment, which is a very different thing. 

Years ago, the poet Virgil indicated that he realized 
the fallacy in this health reasoning, when he wrote, 
“JEgrescitque medendo,”’ which may be translated, ‘He 
destroys his health by the pains he takes to preserve it.” 
And what was true in Virgil’s time will be found true in 


the twentieth century.

To speak roughly, there were 
no roads even, or, rather, where there should have been 
roads, there were the merest pretenses of highways. 

When the present monarch succeeded his father in 
1918, he came to the throne prepared to change all this. 
Already he has gone far, and would have gone farther 
save for limited finances and the opposition of yvesterday- 
ness so bred in the native bone as to contrive to hinder 
even an hereditary autocrat. Yet think what has been 
accomplished in less than five years! Kabul, no longer 
confined within walls, betrays the effects of European 
ideas even to having a radio station, while military bands 
parade the electrically lighted streets, playing for popu- 
lar amusement. Education has been taken from the 
hands of the incompetent mullahs and set under the con- 
trol of imported French teachers. More schools have 
been built, and compulsory attendance decreed, which 
seems wholly proper in a country where not one in ten 
can read and write. 

A beginning has also been made in technical training, 
and scholars have been sent abroad to study at state 
expense. For the first time in‘Afghan chronicles, a press 
has made its appearance; five periodicals have been estab- 
lished. Telephone wires run out from the capital to two 
of the four centers of provincial government. Internal 
communications really are being improved: a light rail- 
road reaches from Kabul to the seat of the ‘National 
University,” and automobiles are now almost common. 

The great difficulty facing this truly ‘“forward- 
loaking”’ administration has been to find men competent 
to carry out such reforms; it is not in human nature 
that the officials of the old school would readily be recon- 
ciled to such methods. <A year ago all the provincial 
governors were deposed at a stroke and new men put 
in their stead—a younger generation sympathetic to 
“progress,” dignitaries who dress in amusingly correct 
European fashion and preside in offices equipped with 
roll-top desks. 3 

The thirty-year-old Aladdin, who is rubbing his Ori- 
ental lamp to such effect, is as simple in his habits as 
obviously he is active in his views.

But to many this is 
impossible. And it is to fill the needs of these that the 
Playground and Recreational Association of America has 
forged a chain of playgrounds clear across the Nation. 
Quite recently the 1922 yearbook of this association 
appeared, giving a complete record of its progress to date 
and telling many surprising facts to those ignorant of the 
association and of the constructive work it is doing. 
Incidentally, the publication of this volume each year is 
said to have had a stimulating and beneficial effect upon 
more than one city’s finance campaign for recreational 
activities. é: 

The yearbook reports that more than 4600 centers 
were in operation last year, nearly $500,000 more than 
in 1921 being expended for recreation throughout the 
country. Last year, too, the association helped to obtain 
the passage in New York State of an amendment to the 
Recreation Law, empowering counties to establish boards 
of recreation, and towns and villages to combine to con- 
duct recreational programs. Through its publications, 
the association gives compilations of the actual experi- 
ences of trained recreation workers and carries a valuable 
message of inspiration in its accounts of what is happen- 
ing all over the country in playground achievements.

The Call of | 
the Great 
Outdoors 


TREMENDOUS indeed have been the difficulties over- 
come by many of the American relief workers in Greece. 
Few, if any, of'them, however, have equaled the achieve- 
ments of the American woman, Dr. Mabel E. Elliott of 
New York, in organizing the housihg and feeding of 
some 19,000 Greek men, women, and children on a smal] 
island in the Atgean Sea. Toiling from early morn to 
late at night, ministering ceaselessly to those in need, 
and attending to the almost countless activities which 
devolve upon her, it is little wonder that the Grecian 
people hold her in the very highest esteem. To the aver- 
age outsider, it is almost impossible to grasp the magni- 


tude of the problem which resulted from the dumping on.

clothesless, homeless, and helpless refugees from Turkey. 
Yet the problem has been grappled with, and, to a consid- 
erable extent, at any rate, grappled with successfully. 
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Canons of Journalism Ba 


The following code of journalistic ethics was adopicd Sy the 
National Association of Newspaper Editors at its meeting in 
Washington last week. The association is composed of editors and 
managing editors of 30 per cent of .the daily mewspapers ia the 
cities of the United States of more than 100 inhabitants. 

THE primary function of newspapers.is to communicate to 
the human race what its members do, feel, and think. Jour- 
nalism, therefore, demands of its practitioners the widest range 
of intelligence, of knowledge, and of experience, as well as 
natural and trained powers of observation and reasoning. To 
its opportunities as a chronicle are indissolubly linked its obli- 
gations as teacher and interpreter. 

To the end of finding some means of codifying sound 
practice and just aspirations of American journalism these 
canons are set forth: 

I 


RESPONSIBILITY—The right of a newspaper to attract 
and hold readers is restricted by nothing but considerations 
of public welfare. The use a newspaper makes of the share 
of public attention it gains serves to determine its sense of 
responsibility, which it.shares with every member of its staff. 
A journalist who uses his power for any selfish or otherwise 
unworthy purpose is faithless to a high trust. | 


IT. 

FREEDOM OF THE Press—Freedom of the press is to be 
guarded as a vital right of mankind. It is the unquestionable 
right to discuss whatever is not explicitly forbidden by law, 
including the wisdom of any restrictive statute. 


IIf. 

INDEPENDENCE—Freedom from all obligations except that 
of fidelity to the public interest is vital. 

1. Promotion of any private interest contrary to the gen- 
eral welfare, for whatever reason, is not compatible with 
honest journalism. So-called news communications from pri- 
vate sources should not be published. without public notice of 
their source or else substantiation of their claims to value as 
news, both in. form and substance. : 

2. ‘Partisanship in editorial comment which knowingly 
departs from the truth, does violence to the best spirit of Amer- 
ican journalism; in the news columns it is subversive of a 
fundamental principle of the profession. | | 


IV 

SINCERITY, TRUTHFULNESS, AccuRACY—Good faith 
with the reader is the foundation of all journalism worthy of 
the name. 

1. By every consideration of good faith*a newspaper is 
constrained to be truthful. It is not to be excused for lack 
of thoroughness or accuracy within its control or failure to 
obtain command of these essential qualities. 

2. Headlines should be fully warranted by the -contents 
of the articles which they surmount. 


-_= 


IMPARTIALITY—Sound practice makes clear distinction be- 
tween news reports and expressions of opinion. News re- 
ports should be free from opinion or bias of any kind. 

1. This rule does not apply to so-called special articles ..._ 
unmistakably devoted-to. advocacy or characterized by a sig- 
nature authorizing the writer’s own conclusions inter- 
pretations. 

VI 


Farr Pray—A newspaper should not publish unofficial 
charges—affecting reputation or moral character without op- 
portunity given to the accused to be heard; right practice de- 
mands the giving of such opportunity in all cases of serious 
accusation outside judicial proceedings. 

1. A newspaper should not invade private rights or feel- 
ings without sure warrant of public. right as distinguished 
from public curiosity. 

2. It is the privilege, as it is the duty, of a newspaper 
to make prompt and complete correction of its own serious 
mistakes of fact or opinion, whatever their origin.

Decency—A newspaper cannot escape conviction of in- 
sincerity if while professing high moral purpose it supplies 
incentives to base conduct, such as are to be found in details 
of crime and vice, publication of which is not demonstrably 
for the general good. Lacking authority to enforce its 
canons, the journalism here represented can but express the 
hope that deliberate pandering to vicious instincts will en- 
counter effective public disapproval or yield to the influence 
of a preponderant professional condemnation. 


A Strike in Russia and Elsewhere 


_ Ir must be realized that a strike in Russia and a strike in. 
one of the western countries are two entirely different things, 
writes Abraham Lozovsky, in Survey Graphic. ‘There is not a 
single country in western Europe whose laws do not proclaim 
the principle of freedom of labor—that is the freedom of strike- 
breaking. There is not a country where the machinery of the 
state, the police, the constabulary, may not be called upon to 
protect the employers and to protect strike-breakers. The 
Russian proletariat is secure from such a policy of the state: 
it knows that the Soviet Government will not take action to 
protect the “freedom of labor,” that it will not assist strike- 
breakers, and will not endeavor to break up strikes directed 
against individual employers or corporations. 

Thus the conditions under which an industrial conflict takes 
place in Russia are very different. Last year, when a conflict 
arose in Vitupsk between the employers and workers in the 
bakeries, the employers who wished to declare a lockout en- 
countered the resistance not only of the unions but also of the 
local Council of Workers’ Deputies, and thé lockout did not 
take place. When in Moscow some shameless employers started 
to exploit the labor of women and children, fifty of them were 
summoned before the Revolutionary Tribunal—the proletarian 
court—where their cases were dealt with in the presence of 
several thousand workers and heavy fines were imposed for 
violations of the labor protection laws. The proceedings would 
have been different in a country where the courts function in 


‘the interests of the middle classes. 


The Prospect in England Today ~ 
ENGLAND'S troubles, industrial and political, are being 
aired just now, says The Villager ; if there is in this ventilation 
a special purpose, not unconnected with the hopes of that vet 
postponed Labor Government, never mind it. These troubles 
make a long list, even for England. Unemployment, increas- 
ing strikes against wage reductions, threats of a levy on capital, 
the stubborn shortage of houses,. agricultural -distress, Egypt, 
Ireland, India—these may be half; they are certainly not all. 
It has an appalling look to the eye when woes are set down in 
a row like that. But it will not do to conclude that England 
is on the edge of disaster. As to the prospect, the English 
exchange, plodding more or less steadily upward to its right 
place, is a rather more reliable instruction than the political 


writers.
